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ADVISORY ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 4/29/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The Applicant argues that Krause et al does not perform a successive 
linear approximation method. The examiner respectfully disagrees. Krause et al 
disclose an operation to locate the next I frame (col. 10, lines 1-21) in which an initial 
estimate k is used and M is added or subtracted to k to locate the next I frame. Since k 
is an estimate, the method is considered to be an approximation. Since M is a constant 
that is added or subtracted to k, the method is considered to be linear. Finally, the 
method is performed during fast forward or fast reverse playback so successive I 
frames are needed. Therefore, the process of Krause et al is considered to be a 
successive linear approximation.
